The School Board presents to the citizens, this the tenth 
annual report of the condition of the schools under the town 
system. [he same number of schools have been maintained 
as last year, giving twenty-four weeks to each school, with one 
exception. | 

We were fortunate in retaining two of the teachers of last 
year, whose labors were well rewarded. Strangers were en- 
gaged for the other schools with varying success. Some were 
beginners in the work, and well qualified for the position as far 
as instruction is wanted, yet lacked somewhat in discfpline, but 
with future experience will gain the victory. It is to be re- 
gretted that we have boys and even girls of an age when they 
are capable of grasping much of the useful help which is to 
cheer them on life’s rough way, who seem to ignore the blessed 
privilege of improying the mind, and elevating the character 
which is to secure for them positions of honor in life. God has 
given us this life, and supplied us with everything needful to 
make our journey pleasant and profitable. It is the children 
and youth of today, who are to be citizens of town, county, 
state and nation, by and by, and with the privileges now given 
them, all should be fitted to fill any position to which they may 
be called.

Parents, impress upon the minds of 
your children the importance of gaining knowledge, teach them 
punctuality, see that they are in constant attendance at school, 
that the precious time is not lost.
